Engine Dies Because of Faulty 
Magneto, According To Testi- 
mony of Driver of Union 
Rock and Gravel Co. Truck 


Unable to fix the responsibil- 
ity for the Pacific Klectric 
train wreck which oceurred Fri- 
day at 6:30 p.m, at the Mills 
Avenue crossing Claremont, 
when Leon Atwood of San Ber- 
nardino and ©. J. MeCormick 
of Los Angeles were killed, the 
eoroner’s. jury, meeting at Po- 
mona yesterday, recommended 
that a board of inquiry be nam- 
ed to conduct an inquiry into 
the wreck. 

The P. E. train approaching 
Claremont from Upland at a 
fifty-mile gait found a Union 
Rock and Gravel Company 
truck, earrying three ton of 
gravel, stalled on the crossing 
before the on-rushing train. 

A. A. Johnson, motorman of 
the train, threw his brakes in- 
to the emergency and turned 
from his cab into the main part 
of the ear, just as the train 
struck the truck. 

With a sickening and deaf- 
ening crash the train struck the 
truck, foreing the body of the 
first car from its trucks and 
throwing it on its side to the 
seuth of the roadbed. 

The groans of the injured, 
‘together with the screams of 
the frightened and the last 
gasps of the two dying men in- 
termingled in a pandemonium 
of agony as the lights of the 
train went out and those in the 
overturned car struggled to get 
out. The second car of the 
train did not leave the tracks. 

V. H. Wilson, of Wilson’s 
Toggery, was the only man 
from Upland in the first car. 
Mr. Wilson escaped with a 
broken nose and a_ badly 
wrenched leg. Indications are 
that Mr. Wilson will soon re- 
eover from his injuries. Mr. 
Wilson did not realize he was 
hurt until after he had assist- 


ed those more seriously hurt 
than himself. 

Within a few moments fol- 
lowing the wreck a_ great 


crowd gathered about, and it 
was with difficulty that offic- 
ers were able to hold the crowd 
back Those more seriously in- 
jured were taken to the Po- 
mona Valley’ Hospital, while 
others were taken to their 
homes. 

The ecoroner’s jury, headed | 
by John P. Evans of Pomona 
as foreman, merély returned a 
verdict determining the cause 
of ‘the death of Atwood and 
MeCormick. . 

The verdict follows: 

‘‘We, the jury, are unable to 
fix responsibilty for this acci- 
dent from the evidence present- 
ed but we recommend that it be 
further investigated by the pro- 
per authorities and that neéces- 
sary steps be taken to prevent a 
recurrence of such an accident 
at this crossing.’’ 

Coroner Nance conducted the 
inquest personally. He inform- 
ed the jury that the Claremont 
city ordinance fixes ‘the speed 
limit for the Paeifie Electric 
trains at 15 miles an. hour be- 
tween Dartmouth and Oberlin 
Avenues in Claremont. James 
S$. Holabird Claremont. street 
superintendent, . testified ‘that 
the Mills Avenue crossing is 
about 800 feet east of Dart- 
mouth avenue, pointing out that 
the accident occurred about 
800 feet east of the limit of the 
restricted speed district.

If all the state bond measures proposed at 
the November 2nd election in California were 
passed, the state indebtedness would be in- 
creased in one day 502 per cent over its pres- 
ent figure, in addition to all county and city 
bond proposals. 

The voters of California, on November 2nd, 
are asked to authorize total bond issues for 
state purposes alone of $528,500,000. This fig- 
ure in itself is nearly equal to the amount of 
the present total bonded indebtedness of the 
State of California, the counties and the mun- 
icipalities of the state combined. 

If the proposed bonds were authorized, the 
total state debt alone would be nearly 100 
times greater than in 1911, when the present 
taxation system went into effect. 

The total bonded indebtedness of all gov- 
ernment—state, county and municipal—in 
California, has increased 549 per cent, accord- 
ine ‘to official figures, between 1911 and 1925, 
reaching an aggregate last year of $609,549.- 
227, During the same period, total assessed 
value of all non-operative property in the state. 
liable for interest and redemption of bonds, 
increased but 160 per cent.
